Editors Press and Trivuzie: 

It has been known here, for several weeks, 
that the work of counterfeitivg checks on the 
United States Treasury was being carried on by 
some persons, to the public unknown. Meas- 
ures were at once takey to expose the matter, 
and on Saturday last we succeeded in arresting 
one of those engaged in it while yet in his bed 
n the littl town of Puirfield, near this garrison; 
and the following morning another was arrested 
in Salt Lake City (40 miles north of this); and 
both persons are nowin irons. I send you, 
herewith, correct copies of the inventories of the 
goods and effects taken from persons, trunks, 
shops, and offices of ths: persons, which you 
are requested to use in such manner as you may 
deem best for the interest of the government, 
and of the public at large. The whole matter of 
detection and final arrests bas been managed 
with remarkable skiil and perfection from the 
beginning, aud has created a stir among the 


Nauvoo, and Cleveland. The inventories ex- 
plain themselves, and I bave little to add, save a 
word of explanation to those at a distance. 

Mr. Brewer, one of the prisoners, made the 
false step which enabled his intended victims to 
detect him, He is a fine looking specimen of a 
Mormon Saint—has been in Utah some six 
years, and was recommended by our friend 
Brigbam Young himself, as is asserted, as a safe 
reliable man for this business.

What Has Changed It? 

The Catholic Church when it stood between 
the nobles and the people, the terror of the 
former and the protector of the latter, was anti- 
slavery.
